YATHEKEAS it is expedient to make further and better provision 
* * for the custody of prisoners in Ireland, and to amend the law 



relating to prisons in Ireland : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 



1. This Act may be cited for all purposes as “ The Prisons, Ireland, Short title. 
Act, 1872.” 

2 . This Act shah commence and have effect on the first day of Commence-

(not being debtors or convicts sentenced to penal servitude, or 
prisoners sentenced to imprisonment with hard labour' for terms 10 
exceeding six months,) who have been confined in such prison at 
any time during each of the preceding five years.

of convict prisons, and in ordinary prisons by the inspectors IB

quisite for health, and furnished with the means of enabling

No punishment cell shall be used unless it is certified by the said 
directors or inspectors general to be furnished with the means of 30 
enabling the prisoner to communicate at any time with some officer 
of the prison, and that it is so ventilated and artificially heated that 
it can be used as a punishment cell without detriment to the 
prisoner’s health, and the time for which it may be so used shall be 
stated in the certificate. 35

7. Whenever it appears to the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council Power to 
10 in Ireland that any ordinary prison is only fit for the detention of Lord Lieu * 
prisoners sentenced to terms of imprisonment not exceeding three SvyCmm- 
months, or that such prison is only necessary for the detention of cil t0 alter 
such prisoners, it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, by and Snof ' 
with the advice of such Privy Council, from time to time to make an ordi naiy 
I 5 order directing that from and after a day to be named in such order prisons- 
(which day shall not be prior to the expiration of two months after 
the then next meeting of the grand jury of every county affected by 
or interested in such order) such prison shall no longer be a legal 
place, of confinement for the detention of prisoners sentenced°to 
20 terms of imprisonment exceeding three months. 

Whenever the Lord Lieutenant shall have made any such order, 
and by reason of such order there shall not be in the county to which 
it applies a legal place of confinement for the detention of prisoners 
sentenced to terms of imprisonment exceeding three months, a con- 
25 vict prison or ordinary prison shall be named in such order to which 
all prisoners who but for said order would have been confined in 
such county shall be removed or committed, and in which they 
shall be kept in custody, and such prisoners shall, during removal to 
and during such time as they shall be in the prison named in such 
30 order, be deemed to be in the proper legal custody in every respect, 
and no such removal shall be deemed an escape. 

A copy of every such order shall be sent by the clerk of the 
Council to the secretary of the grand jury of every county affected 
by or interested in such order. 

35 No such order shall be of any force or effect until the same has 
been confirmed by the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council in Ireland. 

Notice of the intended confirmation of any such order shall be 
given at least two months before the day fixed for such con- 
firmation by the clerk of the said Privy Council in every county 
40 affected by or interested in such order by the publication of such 
notice once in each of two consecutive weeks in some newspaper 
circulating within such county, and a copy of such notice shall be 
[221.] A 2 
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sent by the clerk of the said Priyy Council to the secretary of the 
grand jury of every county affected by or interested in such order, 
and every secretary shall bring under the notice of the grand jury 
to which he is secretary such notice and such order as aforesaid at 
the then next meeting of such grand jury.

Where any such grand jury shall be dissatisfied with any such 
order or any part of the same, it shall be lawful for the said grand 
jury at such meeting to direct an appeal to be made against such 
order; and said appeal shall be in writing, stating the grounds 
thereof, and shall be signed by the foreman of such grand jury, and 10 
shall be lodged with the clerk of the Privy Council within one month 
after the said appeal shall have been so directed, but not after ; and 
it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Privy Council in Ireland, to hear and determine 
such appeal, and to disallow or confirm such order in whole or in part 15 
and with such alterations and modifications as may seem proper. 

When any such order has been confirmed as aforesaid the clerk 
of the said Privy Council shall cause the same to be published once 
at least in two consecutive weeks in the Lublin Gazette, and once 
at least in two consecutive weeks in some newspaper usually circu- 20 
lating in the county in which the prison is situate to which the 
order relates, and every such order shall be of force and effect from 
the date in such order mentioned, and the production of a printed 
copy of the Lublin Gazette purporting to be printed and published 
by the Queen’s authority and containing the publication of such 25 
order shall be conclusive evidence of all such facts and circum- 
stances as were or shall be necessary to authorise the making of 
such order ; and every such order shall be deemed and taken to all 
intents and purposes whatsoever to have been made in pursuance of 
and in conformity with the provisions of this Act. 30 

The amoimt payable for the maintenance of the prisoners 
kept in custody in a convict prison or in an ordinary prison 
named in any order under the next preceding section of this 
Act, and a due proportion of the other expenses of the prison 
in which said prisoners shall be kept in custody in pursuance of 35 
such order, shall be fixed by the Lord Lieutenant, and shall be 
provided for by presentment to be made by the grand jury of the 
county from which such prisoners shall have been removed, and the 
amount of such presentment shall be raised accordingly ; and the 
treasurer of such county shall pay the amount of such present- 40 
ment to the directors of convict prisons or to the board of superin- 
tendence of the ordinary prison, as the case may be.

8. Whereas by section thirty-six of an Act passed in the session 
of Parliament held in the nineteenth and twentieth years of the 
reign of Her present Majesty, intituled “An Act to further 
“ amend the laws relating to prisons in Ireland,” certain powers 
5 for the removal of prisoners from any one prison, gaol, bride- 
well, or other place of confinement to any other prison, gaol, 
bridewell, or place of confinement, are conferred upon the Lord 
Lieutenant, and it is expedient to extend such powers : Therefore the 
provisions of the said section shall be construed to authorise the 
10 Lord Lieutenant from time to time, by order in writing signed by 
the Chief or Under Secretary, to direct that any person sentenced 
to imprisonment in any ordinary prison in Ireland by any court of 
justice or by any competent authority in Ireland shall be removed 
from such prison to any convict prison named in such order, foi- 
ls such time within the lawful period of his impriso nm ent as the 
Lord Lieutenant shall deem expedient; and every person so 
removed shall, during the time of such removal, and during such 
time as he shall be in such convict prison, be deemed to be and 
shall be in the proper legal custody, and no such removal shall 
20 be deemed an escape ; and subject to the provisions of this Act, 
every such prisoner shall, during confinement in such convict 
prison, be under the control and management of the directors of 
convict prisons appointed or to be appointed under the provisions 
of an Act passed in the session of Parliament held in the seven- 
25 teenth and eighteenth years of the reign of Her present Majesty, 
intituled “ An Act for the formation, regulation, and government 
“ cony i ( fr prisons in Ireland,” and the expenses incurred in the 
removal to or from such convict prison of any such prisoner, and 
for the maintenance of such prisoner in such convict prison, shall 
30 be charged and chargeable as by said section is provided, and the 
same shall be paid to the said directors of convict prisons. 

9. Whenever it appears to the Lord Lieutenant, on the represen- 
tation of the grand jury of any county, that the staff of any ordinary 
prison is in excess of the requirements thereof, it shall be lawful 

35 for the Lord Lieutenant, by order to be published in the Dublin 
Gazette, to direct that the staff of such prison shall in future 
consist of such officers and servants only as shall be specified ‘in 
such order. 

10. In case any ordinary prison or any part thereof shall be Disposal of 
40 discontinued by ceasing to be a legal place of confinement under ceasing to 

this Act, the grand jury of the county in which the same is be P ri ° ons > 
situate may, with the approval of the Lord Lieutenant, sell the same for priToT^ 
| [221.] A 3 purposes. 
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for such price as they may obtain therefor, and any three members ^ 
of such grand jury may convey the same to the purchaser, and the 
purchase money shall be paid to the treasurer of the county, and 
shall by him he applied to the use of tbe county: Provided always, 
that the said grand jury may, with the like approval, give up any 5 
buildings so discontinued as a prison, or any part of the ground or 
buildings belonging thereto, without receiving any money or other 
consideration therefor, if the same are to be used for the purposes 
of court-house buildings, or of a reformatory, police office, station 
house, or lock-up. PO 

11. Every bridewell not more than five miles distant from the 
boundary of the county wherein it is situated, may be used by the 
adjoining county whose boundary shall be within five miles as afore- 
said, as if such bridewell were locally situated therein, in so far as 
relates to the committing thereto and imprisoning therein prisoners pg 
belonging to such last-mentioned county ; and in case any such 

prisoners shall be committed to or confined in such bridewell, all 
the expenses of removing such prisoners, as also all expenses in- 
cident on such committal and confinement, including a proportional 
share of the expenses of such bridewell, shall be defrayed by 20 
the board of superintendence of such last-mentioned county, 
and be presented by the grand jury of the same as part of the 
prison expenses of such county, and such prisoners shall be dealt 
with in all other respects as prisoners of the county to which they 
belong, and it shall be lawful for the board of superintendence of 25 
the county to which such bridewell belongs, to enter into a contract 
with the board of superintendence of such other county, whereby 
the terms on which the prisoners of such county shall be confined in 
such bridewell shall be arranged, and such terms may from time to 
time be altered at the expiration of any period of five years; and in 30 
case of dispute as to such terms, the same shall be fixed by the Lord 
Lieutenant in the manner provided by section eight of this Act. 

12. It shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant from time to time 
to nominate and appoint four fit and proper persons to be district 
inspectors of ordinary prisons and convict prisons in such districts as 35 
shall be apportioned to them by the Lord Lieutenant ; and the said 
district inspectors shall be removable at the will and pleasure of the 
Lord Lieutenant. They shall visit every ordinary prison, other than 

a bridewell, situate in the district apportioned to them at least three 
times in each month, or oftener should the Lord Lieutenant so 40 
direct, and each bridewell situate in such district once in two 
months, and every convict prison situate in such district at least 
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once ^ eacl1 ^eek, and shall duly discharge all such duties as shah 
he prescribed hy the inspectors general of prisons, with the approval 
of the Lord Lieutenant. 

There shall be paid to the said district inspectors such salaries 
5 hy the counties in which are situate the districts apportioned to 
such inspectors, and in such proportions as the Lord Lieutenant 
shall appoint ; and the grand juries of such counties shall, and they 
are hereby required respectively, without previous application at 
presentment sessions, from time to time to present such sums as 
10 ma y he necessary for the payment of such proportions of such 
salaries as shall he payable by their respective counties. 

When any county is apportioned to any such district inspector, 
notice thereof shall he given hy the Chief or Under Secretary, to the 
local inspector for such county, and thereupon such local inspector 
15 shall cease to discharge the duties of his office, and the office of 
local inspector for such county shall he abolished. 

Whenever, in pursuance of any of the provisions of this Act, 
the services, of any officer of any ordinary prison shall no longer he 
required in such prison, and such officer shall he discharged or his 
20 office abolished, such officer shall he entitled during his life to such 
annual allowance or compensation as shall he determined by the 
grand jury of the county or borough by which such officer was 
previously paid, and such compensation shall be determined on the 
first opportunity for so doing, and such grand jury shall, without 
25 application to presentment sessions, annually present such compen- 
sation : Provided always, that such annual allowance or com- 
pensation shall not in any case exceed two thuds of the salary 
and emoluments of such officer, and provided also, that if any such 
officer shall at any time afterwards he appointed to any office in 
30 any prison of the said county in respect of which a salary shall be 
payable wholly or partly out of the rates levied in such county, 
equal to or exceeding in amount the former salary of such officer, 
the compensation hereby provided for such officer shall cease from 
the day of such appointment; and if such officer shall refuse to 
36 accept any such appointment when tendered to him, his compensa- 
tion under this section, if the grand jury shall so think fit, shall 
determine. 

Prom and after the commencement of this Act the amount 
of the salary payable to the medical officer of any ordinary prison 
40 shall no longer be subject to the limitation in that behalf mentioned 
in the schedule (S.) annexed to the Act of the session of Parliament 
held in the sixth and seventh years of the reign of King William

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the Fourth, chapter one hundred and sixteen, but the same shall be 
such as the board of superintendence of such prison shall deem ^ 
reasonable and the Lord Lieutenant shall approve. 

13. In addition to the powers now by law conferred upon 
chaplains of ordinary prisons to appoint substitutes in certain cases 5 
it shall be lawful for any chaplain of any ordinary prison, in case 
of his sickness or unavoidable absence on any Sunday, to appoint a 
clergyman of his own religious persuasion to be his substitute for 
the purpose of conducting divine service in his stead on such 
day ; the name and residence of such substitute shall be specified 10 
in the chaplain’s journal : Provided always, that notice of such 
appointment shall be given by the chaplain making the same to the 
board of superintendence of such prison at their next meeting ; and 
provided also, that unless the person so appointed is approved by the 
board at such meeting the chaplain shall not again appoint such 15 
person under the powers by this section conferred. 

14. The inspectors general of prisons may from time to time make 
such rules for the classification, employment, labour, and diet of 
prisoners confined in convict prisons under the authority of this 
Act, as they shall think necessary, and may therein prescribe 20 
punishments for persons guilty of non-compliance therewith : Pro- 
vided always, that no rule made under the authority of this Act 
shall be of any force or effect until the same has been approved by 
the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council in Ireland. Such rules 
shall, when approved as aforesaid, be published in the Dublin 25 
Gazette, and copies of the same shall be posted in conspicuous places 

in all prisons to which they relate by the respective governors of 
the same.

15 to the board of superintendence of that prison, and forwarded by 
post in a prepaid letter to the governor of the prison, or otherwise 
delivered to him, require the said board, within a time specified in 
such notice, to bring such prison into conformity with the requi- 
sitions of this Act. with respect to such matters as aforesaid; and if 
20 any board of superintendence to whom' such notice is given fail, 
within six months after the receipt thereof, to comply with the 
requirements thereby made, the Lord Lieutenant may order the 
said inadequate prison to be closed, and direct the removal of 
the prisoners therein and the committal of future prisoners to some 
25 other prison, and upon such order being made it shall be the 
duty of the governor of the said inadequate prison, without further 
warrant, to remove all the prisoners therein to the substituted

provided that nothing in this Act contained shall affect the juris- f 1 f 6 29 .Sf t 
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diction or responsibility of tlie sheriff in respect of prisoners tinder r< 
sentence of death, or his jurisdiction or control over the prison 
where such prisoners are confined, and the officers thereof, so far as 
may be necessary for the purpose of carrying into effect the sentence 
of death, or for any purpose relating thereto ; and in any prison in 5 
which sentence of death is required to be carried into effect on 
any prisoner, whether such prison is or is not the common gaol of 
the county, the sheriff shall, for the purposes of carrying the sen- 
tence into execution, be deemed to have the same jurisdiction with 
respect to such prison as he has by law with respect to the common 10 
gaol of a county, or would have had if this Act had not passed. 

21. Any writ, warrant, or other legal instrument addressed to 
the governor of a particular prison, describing the prison by its 
situation or other definite description, shall be valid, by whatever 
title such prison is usually known, or whatever be the description 15 
of the prison, whether convict prison or ordinary prison. 

22. A prisoner may be brought up for trial, and may be removed 
by or under the direction of the governor from any one prison to 
another to which such prisoner may be legally removed, for the 
purpose of being tried or imdergoing his sentence, and no prisoner 20 
whilst in the custody of a governor shall be deemed to have escaped, 
although he may be taken into different jurisdictions or different 
places of confinement. 

23. Nothing in this Act contained relating to the removal of 
prisoners shall affect the power possessed by any court of law to 25 
direct the removal of any prisoner to be carried out by any officer 

of such court or other officer of the law. 

24. From and after the commencement of this Act there shall be 
repealed the several sections of the Acts specified in the schedule to 
this Act annexed, to the extent in the said schedule mentioned : 30 
Provided always, that no repeal hereby enacted shall affect any 
order made or any act or thing duly done under or by virtue of any 

of the sections hereby repealed.
